Story of the Captain of the 
Thingyalla. 


Careleusness of the Geiser’s Watch 
the Cause. 


An Appallivug Picture of the Sinking 
of the ship. 


The Thingvalla’s Perilous Voyags to Halifax After 
the Disaster—Previous R-ports as to the 
Number of the Drowned Verified— 
To Be Investigated. 


By Telegranh to The Timea. 

Hawirax (N. 8.), Aug. 17.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| ‘he steamer Thingvalla, 
which was in collision with the steamer 
Geiser, arrived here this morning. She 
presents a strange spectacle, with nearly 
her whole bow torn away, leaving an im- 
mense hole exposed to view. A long piece 
bow hangs over the hole, which reached 
back into the sides of the ship over 15 feet. 
The projecting piece hangs over the water 
like an outstretched arm, and shows where 
the powerful iron plates were broken 
through and snapped off as if cardboard. 
Wonder is expressed that she ever reached 
port, The disabled vessel will discharge 
her cargo and go on the slip to be repaired. 
She will be here probably two months. 
After repairing she is to reload ana proceed 
for New Yerk. Capt. Lamb has enforced 
silence upon his seamen as to the disaster, 
but has himself prepared a statement of the 
details of the collision, as he knows and 
saw it. His story is much the same as those 
told by other seamen yesterday. 

CAPT. LAMB’S STATEMENT. 


He says: “The sceneas the Thingvalla 


backed awayfrom the Geiser wasa frightful 
ene. I cannot attempt to describe it. Some 
of her passengers were rushing madly 
about her deck, while others were crowded 
in several small boats in the water. 1 be- 
lieve many passengers must have been 
killedin their bunks bythe force of the 
collision and never knew what happened. 
As the steamer plunged beneath the water, 
carrying down those on board, she capsized 
the boats that had gotaway. The air was 
rent with agonizing shrieks and preyers. 
Most of the people probably went down 
with the Geiser. They were followed soon 
after by the ill-fated souls in the boats, who 
who must have been sucked under as the 
ship sunk, The cries of the dying are still 
ringing in my ears, Three of our boats 
were already launched and trying to save 
as Many as they could from the doomed 
Geiser, but it was slow work. Compara- 
tively few minaged to keep afloatas the 
steamer disappeared. Three boats were ail 
we could get out in time, and I didn’t know 
but what we might want the remaining 
ones for onfsélves. The two vessels were 
not more than 100 or 150 feetfapart when 
the Geiser went down, 

THE SCREAMS OF THE DROWNING 
lasted perhaps two minutes, and then sud- 
denly all became quiet. Our three boats 
returned loaded with the saved who had 
been picked up. Isentthe boats back to 
continue the search for survivors, but they 
returned with only the corpse of a woman. 
We provided the survivors with dry clothes 
and hot coffee and wine, and made them 
as comtortable as possible, while attending 
to the injured among ourselves. The day 
was just beginning to break when the col- 
lision occurred. It was raining, the second 
officer told me, just before, It was not 
foggy. in my opinion, nearly all the peo- 
pie on the Geiser’s deck and boats sank 
with the steamer. Everything we could 
possibly do to save them was done. After 
the Geiser disappeared, we began jettison- 
ing the cargo to keep the Thingvalla afloat, 
The crew and passengers worked side by 
side, throwing overboard what was brought 
a6 | UP ‘the hold. What was jettisoned con- 

sted solely of wool, ew and provisions. 
There was not much wind, but a heavy 
sea, Between 9 and 10 o’clock we reached 
the forward bulkhead. We then stopped 
throwing the cargo overboard, and got to 
work, shoring up the compartment. At 9 
o’cleck the steamer Wieland, for New York, 
hove in sight, and we transferred all the 
rescued passengers, as well as our Own 400 
passengers to ber. The Wieland eeded 
about 3 o’clock tn the afternoon, leaving us 
also steering for New York. We continued 
to work, shoring up the compartment, but 
after a while, on account of the wind and 
sea increasing, we found it impossible to 
keep on for New York, and decided to head 
for Halifax. At this time it still looked 
very much as if we 

MIGHT SINK, 

ana some of the crew had refused to work, 
wanting to be transferred to the Wieland 
before she leftus. We went as slow as two 
knots an hours, and sometimes found that 
too much, We just had to crawl that way. 
On Weduesday afternoon .a fishing yessel 
hove in sight, and we bore down for her. 
She provad to be the scheoner Capis of 


Lehave. Capt. Cleversy and I engaged her 
to stand and accompany the 
steamer to Halifax, so as to be able 


to help us in case the Thingvalla should go 
down. Last night was so heavy | had to 
turn the steamer round, runping stern fore- 
most and steering by the schooner, which 
was connected by a hawser with the steam- 
~~ bow. We ran against the wind in this 

allnight. We did not know on the 

ngvalla what steamer we struck till the 
officer of the Geiser jumped on our 
deck. When reached the deck, immedi- 
ately after the shock, the lights on both the 
steamers were burning allright. Of that I 
am certain. The Geiser had been seen by 
our first officer several minutes before the 
collision. She was nearly straight ahead, 
but a little biton the bow, She star- 
boarded to get out of *the wer and we 
ported. She should have ported likewise.” 

From Capt. Lamb’s statement of the dis- 
aster it would appear that the fault lay with 
those on board the Geiser, who put her to 
starboard instead of to port. The Geiser 
officer who was on the watch at the time of 
the collision was among these who perished. 
Capt. Lamb himself does not express an 
opinion on the cause of the disaster. 

NUMBER OF THE LOST. 

New York, Aug. 17.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.}] Capt. Moller of the steamer 
Geiser, sunk off Sable Island, puts the loss 
of life at 105. The Geiser carried 95 passen- 
gers andacrew of 43. Of the passengers 
14 were saved, of the crew 17. Agents of 
the line throughout the country have been 
notified tu send lists of tickets sold on the 
Geiser. One and a half tickets were sold in 
Woscester, Mass,, both holders being lost; 
144¢ in St aun of which three holders 
were saved ; < in Chicago, six saved; one 
in saved; 23 here, three saved, 

The absence of news from the Thinevalla 
caused considerable uneasiness here this 
morning, as it was thought that the Thing- 
valla should have reached Halifax by this 
time. Later in the day a dispatch was re- 
ceived from Halifax announcing the arrival 
of the Thingvalla at that port 

The Danish Consul has concluded that an 
investigation into the sinking of the Geiser 
will be held by the courts in Copenhagen, 
and not here, as firat determined. The esti- 
mated |oss on the Geiser is $550, 000 0, and on 
the cargo $120,000.

SYNOPSIS OF THE TESTIMONY, 
which was as follows: 

The case was called December 4, 1886, 
Browne was represented by H. Il. Hol- 
comb and the notorious Lowenthal; Barry 
by Seuator Pat Reddy, KE. 2. Cole and W. 
Gallagher. 

CHARLES FELTON 
eas the first witness called to the stand. 
He testified that he knew Browne. Didn’t 
know whether Browne had ever ca'led on 
him or not. Believed he had met him once 
during the campaign. His memory being 
refreshed by counsel, he adinitted he 
met Browne one night after midnight at 
the Palace Hotel. Browne asked him for 
money for campaign purposes, but he de- 
clined to give him any. Didn’t think it 
strange that Browne should want money 
from him when he was championing the 
cause of another candidate (Redstone) for 
Congress, because he didn’t know Browne 
was running a political machine, 

STEPHEN T. GAGE, 
called, testified he kaew Lrowne and con- 
fessed he had paid him muney. It was for 
advertising, but what advertising he 
couldnu’s tell. Witness’s testimony that the 
railroad was not in politics created some 
merriment. Couldn’t tell how long the 
railroad had been out of politics. 

BROWNE HIMSELF 
was the next witness. His memory proved 
very poor. Being asked if he wis the pu’- 
lisher of the‘‘Open Letter,” said he thought 
he was.

. Grace. “Ll asked Mr. Felton for money,”’ 
said witness in answer to questions. ‘I 
asked him for enough to print our entire 
tieket with. 1 asked him as a personal 
favor and on my own responsibility. At 
that time I supposed Redstone was not the 
proper candidate for Congress of our party, 
although I was ardently advocating his 
election in my paper. I had supported him 
up to thattime. When [ ‘stru_k’ Felton it 


didn’t hurt him much, and we went and 


hada drink together. The ticket I was 
spear ing about to Fei-on was the ticket of 

e United Labor ~irty.”” He admitted he 
had met Stephea }. Gage in the reception 
room of the board of directers of the Cen- 
tral Pacific. He bad receive. an amount of 
money from Gage, but didn’t know what it 
was for; subsequently said it was for ser- 
vices rendered. When asked what those 


_ services were, he couldn’t exactly remem- 


ber, but “it was for advertising—what Steve 
Gage calied advertising.’’ 

After counsel spent sone time vainly en- 
deavoring to have him explain the nature 
of this advertising, Senator Reddy showed 
him the cartoon representing the editor of 
the Staras an assassin stabbing Senator 
Stanford in the back.

rowne to have been inspired and paid for 
by the railroad. 
* Browne refused to state if his convictions 
were influenced by money or by the higher 
motives of helping labor.

iner reporter regarding his demands upon 
Felton for campaign purposes, and that he 
wished to prosecute Barry before the elec- 
tion for the purpose of obtaining notoriety, 
and in order to maks political capital.

William H. Gagan, the Examiner reporter 
before alluded to, was called, and testified 
as to various conversations with Browne, in 
one of which Browne told Gagan that $15v0 
was to be paid by some person for the privi- 
lege of naming certain persons as candidates 
fog supreme judges on his ticket.

H. L. KNIGHT 
testified that Browne’s reputation for hon- 
esty was bad. Hehad heard Browne say 
in the presence of others that be went into 
the Workingmen’s party for what he could 
make out of it. He published the “Open 
Letter” for his own purposes, and not umder 
the autbority of the Labor party, of which 
Knight was¢ecretary. On one occasion a 
lay written by Knight was put on at 
nion Hall, and #600 collected for the 
party, all of which Browne appropriated. 
SENATOR JOHN LINEHAN 
testified that he had known Lrowne since 
1878, and that browne went into the Labor 
party solely to further. his oWn ends. 
Browne’s reputation was decidedly bad. 
EMIL NEY TESTIFIED 
that he had assisted Browne in much of his 
work. He had been toStephen T. Gage and 
Creed Haymond on behaif of Browne, and 
had been promised one-half of what 
Browne received from railroad 
but never got a_ cent. 
to several candidates 
during the election, Felton among others, 
and warned them inst giving Browne 
money, but in several cases he was too late, 
and Browne was paid.

Counsel for the defense offered to submit 
the case without argument, to whic 
proposition the prosecuting attorneys re- 
fused to consent, but it would have been 
as well if they had, for after Attorney 
Edward P. Cole had reviewed the evidence, 
claiming that no testimony whatever had 
been offered in support of the charge, but 
that, on the contrary, the alleged libelous 
article was proven by the complainant’s 
own testimony to be true and published for 
a laudabie motive, the Court assented and 
dismissed the case. [ln so dving the Court 
said that it would be impossible to libel a 
man of Browne’s reputation. |

THAT WAS LEFT BY PIONEER 
GEORGE WALTERS 


At Last Claimed by a Oouple of 
Youngsters Who Say They Are 
Mis Children—A Romance of Old- 
time Los Angeles. 


As the story writer would say, “long ages 
ago,”’ a handsome young man, in the bloom 
of health, might have been seen wending 
his way across the plazain thiscity. In 
those days about the onty houses in this 
city faced on the plaza, and as the young 
man walked over the minature park almost 
every eye in the then baby city gazed on 
him. His lips parted, and he was heard to 
whisper: “Let mé@ see; what shall I call 
myself? [have given up my family name 
forever, and I must take a new one. Yes, 
1 will be George Walters to the end of the 
chapter;” and he walked into the only 
hote! in the little City of the Angels and 
registered under his new name, 

At that time there was not a single man 
in the city who knew him, but he proved to

Board of Health and Police Commis- 
sion at Work Again. 

There was more activity than usual for 
the past two weeks at the Mayor’s office 
yesterday, His Honor having returned 
home from his trip to San Francisco. There 
have been no meetings of the Police and 
Fire Commissions and Board of Health dur- 
ing Mr. Workman’s absence, and a consid- 
erable amount of routiae business had 
accumulated, to dispose of which a meeting 
of the Board of Health and Police Commis- 
sion were held yesterday afternoon. 

BOARD OF HEALTH. 

The Board of Health was called to order 
at 2:50 o’clock, with the Mayor presiding, 
and Messrs. Collins, Gibbs, Humphreys 
and Hanley present. 

The minutes of the previous meeting 
were read and approved, after which Super- 
intendent Horner reported that the street 
sprinkling was being done in a satisfactory 
manner. 

Dr. Reese reported that there was a case 
of smalipox at the pesthouse, now conva- 
lescing, that came in from The Palms. He 
said that this was the only case, and that 
this wouid be discharged in a few weeks. 

A complaint was received against Officer 
McNeil by Mrs. Bottsford, saying that 
McNeil had abused her because she had 
calied him up to take charge of a dead 
horse. On motion, the complaint was re- 
ceived and filed and the officer instructed 
to be more careful in future. neat 

Mr. McNeil reported that there were quite 
a number of glandered horses in the city, 
and that Burlingame had refused to pay 
for the removal of dead animals.

VIGILANTES IN ARMS AGAINST 
BAD CHARACTERS. 


Vagrants, “Macs” and Prostitutes 
Given the Alternative of Hanging 
or Traveling—They Scatter—A Hig 
Delegation Heading tor Los 
Angbles. 


Jailer W. H. Russell returned home yes- 
terday morning from the northern part of 
the State, where he went on Monday night 
last to take Elton to San Quentin and an 
insane man to the asylum at Stockton. Mr, 
Russell also brought back with him a couple 
of horse thieves captured some days ago 
near Bakersfield. The men are Mexicans, 
named Pilas Monroy and Domingo Baltrom, 
and they will be cunfiued in the County 
Jail until their cases are disposed of. Mr. 
Russell reports a very bad state of affairs 
existing at Fresno, where matters have 
reached such a point that a vigilance coim- 
mit‘ee, comprising some of the best men in 
the town, has been organized to clear the 
town of bad characters.

Mr. Russell says that 
when he up Tuesday neonine there 
was a large crowd at the depot, and about 
60 of the hardest looking characters he has 
ever seen were forceo upon the train. 
These men got off at different piaces along 
the route, in gangs of four and five, but 
from their conversation the great-majority 
of them were heading for Truckee, which, 
he says, seems to be a sort of headquarters 
for them. Quite a number got off at Mer- 
ced, and at Stockton five or six also stopped 
over. At the latter place, the men had 
only been intown an hour or two, when 
they were “‘spotted’”’ by the Chief of Police 
and ordered to move on. ‘They at once 
drew their revolvers and fired on the Chief, 
missing him, however, after which they 
were placed under arrest. On his return 
trip, Mr. Russell passed Fresno Thursday 
night, and there was nother large crowd 
at the depot, and ancxher consignment of 
“aisreputables”’ shipped south, among 
whom were halfadozen or more women, 
who came on the train with their effects 
done up in paper bundies under their arms, 
as though they had left in a barry. This 
party also got off the train in small squads 
at stations along the line, but most of them 
said that their objective point was Los An- 
geles. Mr. Russell says that at most of the 
smaller towns near Fresno the authorities 
have been warned of the probable arrival of 
these people, and thatas soon as they got 
into a place they are waited upon and told 
to move on, and that, in consequence, they 
will be compelled to move on duwn to Los 
Angeles, and the police should be put on 
their guard. 

Mr. Russell says that he interviewed sev- 
erai of the parties, men and wcmen, to find 
out the cause of the trouble, and that al! of 
them said it was a matter of hanging or 
traveling, and that they took the latter 
alternative. It was said that at first the 
vigilantes wore masks, but that latterly they 
have discarded any attempts at conceal- 
ment, and now go about their work boldly 
and openly. ne of the women said that 
every | penny in the city had been driven 
out. One man who was forced to leave was 
a saloon-keeper, who said that he owned 
1200 acres of land near Fresno, besides some 
city property. He at first refused to obey 
the orders of the committee, and told them 
that they might hang him, but they could 
not drive him away from his home. His 
friends, however, persuaded him to leave to 
avoid trouble. He says that he will insti- 
tute suit against the city for damages. An- 
other gentleman on the train was a 
prominent druggist of Fresno, who was in 
San Francisco when the raid was com- 
tmenced. He was going to Bakersfield to 
bring back hfs boy, who had been forced 
to 'eave by the vigilantes. The young 
man had been caugh: in a place where he 
had no bfiisiness, and was told to skip, no 
eT being taken. This gentieman 
said that he had a g.0d business in Fresno, 
but that he was going to sell out as soon as 
he could and get away from there. He 
questioned Mr. Russell at some length 
about this end of the State, and said that he 
would either go to Riverside or come on to 

Angeles. He said thatthe cause of all 
the trouble was the great influx of hard 
characters, who seemed to make Fresnoa 
sort of headquarters, and that it had got to 
be so bad that the citizens had taken the 
law into their own hands. The feeling had 
also been intensified by several large fires 
recently which were lieved to be of in- 
cendiary origin. There had been a stron 
undercurrent for some time against this 
element and these fires brought it to the 
surface.

WNTHUSIASTIO VETERANS AT 
ANAHEIM LANDING. 


A Campfire—Big Audience—Some 
Good Speeches—Pensions for Dis- 
abled Soldiers—Old Songs Resung 
—Keminiscences of the War. 


Anangm Lanpino, 17. 
—[{Special Correspondence of Tuk 
“‘Timus.] The exercises last evening 
consisted of a campfire, and the old 
soldiers assembled in full force to enjoy 
the ‘‘tales of field and flood” and live 
over again the scenes of battle. The 
pavilion was literally packed with peo- 
ple, and the crowd overflowed into the 
street and hovered around the outside 
of the large tent. When the band 
struck up .“‘We’ll Rally Round the 
Fiag, Boys,” not a soul was present 
but felt the enthusiast and patriotism 
of the occasion. 

COMRADE BROOKER 


was the first speaker, and responded as 
follows: 


“Comrades, Ladies and Gentlemen: 
In speaking of reminiscences of the 
_ War, what can I say that is not a com- 

mon experience to us all? Weall en- 
tered the army and served our country 
for a common purpose. Our trials, our 
triumphs, and our sufferings in army 
life were all in the same line. October 
19, 1864, at Cedar Creek, Va., there 
was a victory won by the soldiers under 
the direction of Sheridan. [Storm of 
applause.} In that engagement, m 
comrades, it happened to be my g 
fortune to participate as a aoe By 
the courtesy of the press | have been 
designated as ‘Col.’ John Booker, but 
my discharge reads Private John 
Brooker. 1 have, since the war, served 
in other capacities with different 
States as Colonel, but in the United 
States Army I wasa private. Remin- 
iscences of pay-day will strike every 
soldier. We all remember, with pain 
that the sutler always bad to be vettled 
with before the paymaster would settle 
with us, and sometimes there would 
not be anything coming to us for six 
months.”’ 

Comrade Brooker then referred to 
the matter of pensions for disabled sol- 
diers ani asked the moral support of 
the comrades in laying this matter be- 
fore the Legislature in a petition that 
those old veterans, who had heart, 
loyalty and nerve to serve their coun- 
try, be kept out of the poorhouse dur- 
ing their life.

Indian Rights and Settlers’ Wrongs. 


We have received the Fifth Annual 
Report of the Executive Committee of 
the Indian Rights Association. The 
object of the association, as stated in 
its constitution, is: 


“To secure tothe Indians of the United 
States the pulitical and civil rights already 


ing of the American Association for the | 


guarant to them by treaty and statutes 
of the United States, and such as their civ- 
ilization and circumstances may justify.” 

This is a praiseworthy object, to 
which no exception can be taken by 
any reasonable man. It is, however, 
open to question whether the associa- 
tion, in its efforts to secure the rights 
of the Indians, does not frequently 
overlook the fact that white American 
citizens, residing in Indian-infested 
sections, have also some rights which 
should be respected—such, for instance, 
as the possession of life and property. 

These eastern friends of the Indian 
are, forthe most part, honest, worthy 
peopie, actuated by praiseworthy mo- 
tives, but they argue on the Indian 
question from the standpoint of theo- 
retical philanthropists, who, seated in 
their comfortable studies, view the In- 
dian from a distance of three thousand 
miles,as a picturesque abstraction—a 
chivalrous being of noble -instincts, 
whose rights are continually being 
trampled upon by brutal white settlers. 
Unfortunately, in a majority of cases, 
a very different picture is the true one. 
A dirty; lazy, treacherous animal, 
gorging himself whenever he has the 
chance and murdering in an objectless 
manner for the very lust of blood. 
Nor is it any more correct 
to say that the Indians are, as 
a rule, ill-treated, or their rights ig- 
nored by the whites. The Indian has 
more than equal rights with the whites. 
After raiding, burning and murdering 
for weeks, he returns, when tired of the 
recreation, to his reservation, where 
United States troops prevent the white 
settlers from avenging in a summary 
manner—as they would upon criminals 


ook. | Of their own kind—their demolished 


homes, outraged wives, and tortured 
children. Can it be wondered at that 
men who have gone through such ex- 
periences—who have left a peaceful 
home and happy, smiling family in the 
morning, to return at evening and tind 
a heap of cinders and the mutilated re- 
mains of loved ones, to whom death 
came as a blissful relief—can it be 
wondered that peaceful, law-abiding 
citizens of the United States, who have 
witnessed such things, and have then 
seen the perpetrators sheltered by the 
Federal Government, should have little 
patience with the pretty “universal 
brotherhood”’ theories of these eastern 
humanitarians, who have never seen a 
live Indian, except as a member of a 
deputation or in a dime museum? 

The raid of the Chiricahua Apaches 
during 1885-’6 was a sample of the con- 
dition of things to which we have re- 
ferred. After an altogether unpro- 
voked outbreak from the .reservation— 
the result of a drunken orgie and in- 
nate deviltry—during which hundreds 
of homes were destroyed, women out- 
raged and killed, men slowly roasted to 
death and children impaled, these 
wanton butchers were met by a United 
States general in solemn parley and 
their surrender accepted, with the con- 
dition that their lives should not be 
forfeit. Would similar terms ever 
have been made with American citi- 
zens who had committed one tithe of 
the crimes of which these fiends were 
guilty? Weopine not. Regardless of 
the protests of those who sought law- 
ful vengeance for the blood of their 
wives and children, these Indians were 
shipped to Florida, their families be- 
ing permitted to aecompany them. 
Several pages of the report in question 
are devoted to the case of these In- 
dians, on whose behalf it appears that 
a special agent was sent to Fierida by 
the association to inquire into their 
condition—to see, we presume, 
whether the War Department 
furnished the ex-murderers’ with 
the best grade of coffee. The report 
deplores the fact that among the ex- 
iled were several United States scouts. 
Now, it is well known that but for 
these scouts the latest bloody raid 
would have terminated much sooner. 
Belonging to the same tribe, they used 
their position in the United States 
Army to furnish aid and encourage- 
ment to the hostiles, ‘and frequently 
slipped off and joined them. ‘Says the 
report: 5 

That these men should have been impris- 
oned with those who were waging war 
against the United States, and that their 


fidelity, and, in some instances, their in- 
valuable services to our arms, should have 


‘| been rewarded by captivity, was a fact 


well calculated to excite. the surprise and 
condemnation of the public. 


This is true, in one sense. The pub- 
lic, who were cognizant of the facts, 
were both surprised and disgusted that 
these men did not suffer the punish- 
ment of their crimes. However, the 
authorities claimed that this was the 
only way to bring the weary tale of 
bloodshed to a termination, so let that 
pass. There is, though, little excuse

for maudlin sympathy with men whose 


panther-like agility on the war-path 
alone saved their necks. 

Another paragraph in the report re- 
fers to Chato, the notorious scout: 


A few cases of men thus unjustly con- 
fined may be cited as interesting examples 
of the injustice inflicted upon these In- 
dians. The case of Chato, the most promi- 
nent man amongethem, is one in point, 
Chato, previous to the year 1882, was note- 
riously hostile, and, doubtiess, committed 
many such acts of violence as are charac- 
teristic of Indians in their savage state. 
But in the summer of 1883 he surrendered 
to Gen. Crook inthe Sierra Madre Moun- 
tains, at which time he mide a promise of 
good behavior for the future, which, so far 
as any trustworthy evidence which has been 
presented to the public 1s concerned he has 
never violated. 


Chato was one of the most blood- 
thirsty of the whole murderous gang. 
He bad waded in the blood of innocent 
white men and women. His being 
sent to Washington, after his sur- 
render, to confer with the authorities, 
caused an indignant outcry throughout 
the two Territories. 

One more extract from this report 
and we hav@ done. Referring to the 
recent removal of the Chiricahuas 
from Fiorida to Alabama, it says: 


This change, while it still leaves many 
things to be desired for the future of these 
indians, is a great gain, in regard to space 
and healthfulness, over confinement in the 
crowded quarters of St. Augustine. 


How very thoughtful! How truly 
humanitarian! How altogether above 
the mental plane of poor, tempest- 
tossed passionate natives. The asso- 
ciation, after an expenditure of much 
time, labor and money, not to say po- 
litical influence, has succeeded in ob- 
taining fur these Indians more spacious 
apartments in a pleasanter climate, 
An easy and happy life shall they now 
lead, these red-handed murderers and 
their squaws—the latter the worse of 
the two, wnose chief delight was to in- 
flict upon the maimed and helpless vic- 
tims tortures which only fiends 
incarnate could invent and which 
no decent journal could describe. 
And the innocent victims of these 
men, O ye eastern humanitarians—and 
the survivors; have you no thought for 
them—the man from whom your proteges 
removed, at one fell swoop, all that his 
heart held dear and who now wanders 
alone, a despairing and a desperate 
man; or the young widow who has to 
face a stony world to gain for her- 
self and children a living which her 
husband’s two strong arms were once 
so proud to earn for her? She would 
be grateful for the support which your 
Indians received in Florida, even 
though the quarters were somewhat 
crowded. Surely these unfortunates 
have at least as much claim upon your 
sympathy as have the interesting 
criminals whose cause you 80 ably 
champion. ’Tis true, their skins 


are white, which is, perhaps, in} 


your eyes, a disadvantage, but 
their hearts are now very black 
with hatred, and mistrust, and doubt— 
hatred of your wards, mistrust of a gov- 
ernment under which such things can 
be, and doubt of the justice of God. 
Very unreasonable this, and yery 
shocking in your eyes, most philo- 
sophical members of the Indian Rights 
Association, but then, how should you, 
in your comfortable New England 
homes, know aught of the feelings of 
the frontiersman, who finds himself 
transformed, in one day, from a happy 
husband and father to a homeless 
vagabond? 

Think of these.things a little, hu- 
manitarian men and brethren, and per- 
shance, while yeu battle for Indian 
rights, you may find it in your hearts 
to aid a little in obtaining from a just 
and merciful§ government some solace 
for those white men and women who 
have suffered such cruel wrongs. 


Surplus—Tariff 


President Cleveland in his_tariff 
message to Congress says: 

“Our scheme of taxation, by means of 
which this neediess surpius is taken from 
the people and pnt into the ae oe treasury, 
consists of a tariff or duty levied upon im- 
portations from abroad, and internal rev- 
enue taxes levied upon the consumption of 
tobacco and spirituous and malt liquors. It 
must be conceded that none of the things 
subject to internal-trevenue taxation, are, 
strictly speaking, mecessaries; there ap- 
pears to be nojusteomplaint of this taxa- 
tion by the consumers of these articles, and 
there seems to be nothing so well able to 
bear the burdens without hardship to any 
portion of the people.”’ 


Considering that laboring men are 
the chief consumers of intoxicating 
liquors, and that the burdens of this 
tax must fall upon them, with conse- 
quent suffering to their families, the 
last clause of the above ought to in- 
spire our Prohibition friends with the 
most devout enthusiasm to secure the 
reéiection of Cleveland! 

It will be observed that President 
Cleveland clearly indicates his opposi- 
tion to the removal of the tax from in- 
toxicating liquors. This tax, last 
year, amounted to $87,000,000, a tax 
which Prohibitionists demand shal] be 
removed, because “our Nationa) Gov- 
ernment is deriving support from our 
greatest national vice.” 

If the tax on intoxicating liquors is 
retained, then, in order to reduce our 
surplus revenue,our import duties. must 
be reduced. The surplus last vear was 
a little more than $103,000,000, and 
hence, if we would get rid of it, we 


must reduce our tariff to that extent, 


which substantially means free trade. 

If we cease tocollect the tax on 
distilled and fermented liquors, import 
duties remaining the’ same as now, 
then there would remain oniy a surplus 
of $16,000,000, which, under the in- 
creasing demands for neéded public 
improvements, we believe, would not 
be “‘dangerous,’’ The Prohibitionists 
propose to take the tax off from intox- 
icating liquors, and must therefore 
leave the tariff substantially as it 
now, or, if they remove this tax and 
materially reduce the tariff on foods, 
clothing and other comforts and neces- 
saries of life, then they must resort to 
direct taxation to carry on the affairs 
of government. 

The Republican party proposes to 
first repeal the tax on tobacco and on 
spirits used in the arts and for mercan- 
tile purposes, which would reduce the 
Government revenue $30,000,000. If 
after doing this the revenue should 
still be too large, then they would favor 


the entire repeal of internal taxes. 


‘rather than surrender any part of 
our protective system at the behest of 
whisky trusts and the agents of for- 
eign manufactories,”’ 


While the Prohibitionists would 


move the whisky and beer tax, they 
have failed to say by what means they 
would raise the necessary revenue for 
the support of the Government. Their 
tariff plauk is, for or against a tariff, in 
the last degree hypocritical and in- 
teided to be so. It seems to us if it 
was important or expedient for their 
national convention to say anything 
about the tariff, it was most expedi- 
ent that they should not—in the lan- 
guage of their first declaration—forget 
that ‘Almighty God is the source o 
all power in government.” It is inter- 
esting to mark the religious fervor 
which inspires their speakers to talk of 
“God and home and native land,”’ 
while, at the same time, they applaud 
a platform intended to deceive the 
people upon one of the important 
issues of the canvass.

New ORLEANS, Aug. 17.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.} A dispatch from New 
Iberia says: A certain class of idle and 
immoral characters being ordered away, 
many took refuge at Freetown,a village 
composed entirely of negro families. Here 
500 to 60 men congregated and armed 
themselves. Then the residents and prop- 
erty-owners of this section collected, and, 
finding a large body of armed negroes, as 
reported, demanded a surrender of their 
arms. A number accepted these terms. 
On Thursday morning 15 armed negroes 
took possession of the colored minister’s 
house, refusing to surrender. The whites, 
hearing of this, sent a message with a com- 
mand that they lay down their weapons 
within 20 minutes. The negroes again re- 
fused. At the expiration of the time a 
volley was fired at them, which soon be- 
came a general fusilade, lasting nearly an 
hour. Finally F. R. Smith, a white man, 
wasshot dead. The negroes became panic- 
stricken and fled. When the fight was 
over, the bodies of eight negroes were 
found inthe house and five others were 
found outside. 1t is rumored that three or 
four more men were killed,

A KAPID RUN THROUGH THAIS 
LAKGHY REGION,

Lying at the Northern Gateway of 
Los Angeles—!opography and De- 
acription of the Country—Prod- 
ucts, Vopulation and Progress— 
Soil, Water, Grass and Fruit 
Trees.

Your correspondent has been ram- 
bling for a few days over Antelope 
Valley, in the northern part of Los 
Angeles county, and hastens to ex- 
press his surprise at the extent and re- 
sources of this almost unknown land. 
Ihad no adequate idea of its value 
and position trom anything I had 
heard or read of it. I saw before me 
a large basin, slightly inclined, sur- 
rounded on the north by Tehachapi 
Mountains and the Kern county hills, 
on the east by the Lovejoy Buttes, on 
the south by the Sierra Madres and on 
the west by the Frazier Mountains. 
This busin or valley is about 20 miles 
wide and 40 miles long, and situated 
at an altitude of 2300 feet. The topog- 
raphy of the country is such that the 
Southern Pacific Railroad) Company 
runs its cars through the mountain 
passes from the north into the valley 
and across it, and pop out upon the 
south side, and the Santa Fé is now 
about to extend its line from the 
east to thé west and down the Tejon 
Pass. This valley is so situated as 
to be a connecting link between 
the north and the south and the 
east and the west, for these great 
railroads in Southern California. I 
found a large number of settlers in the 
west end et the valley who have just 
harvested and cared for their first crop, 
and they seemed delighted with their 
outlook and prospects, aithough I 
found at.this end of the valley the 
zephyrs from the Tejon Pass, and the 
great depth to surface water serious 
drawbacks not experienced in the cen- 
tral and northeastern portions of the 
valley. Still the soil seems good, and 
the growth of the trees, vines and grain 
mitisfactory, although no irrigation has 
bean used go far. As I weut east along 
the seuthern foothills I found a colon 
ot Pasadena and eastern men call 
‘*Fuirmont,” which bids fair to be a 
great success. A few miles to the 
north is another of New Yorkers, 
called **Aurora.”’ 

The Methodist Church has a 
building, capable of seating 300 people, 
at a place called Esperanza, about four 
miles east of Fairmont. One mile 
southeast of this place I found aa arte- 
sian well, which is said to be 218 feet 
deep and flows 24 miners’ inches of 
water, and two or three miles south of 
Esperanza are situated the oldest grain 
fields in the valley, some of these fields 
having this year yielded three tons of 
hay to the acre and others about thirty 
bushels of wheat of a very superior 
quality, Six or eight miles east of this 
is the railroad town of Lancastar. 
This town shows a lack of entei- 
prise, as the people living there have 
taken no pains to adorn it with flowers 
or shade trees axcept toa very limited 
extent. This town has the general ap- 
pearance of a poor forlorn — with 
no one to care for it. ‘here are 
‘wo flowing artesian wells here, and the 

rrouud is proven to be productive 
ahenever properly handled. Mr. Case 
the Lancaster Hotel bas shown tve 
-uterprise te care for a little piece or 
iiialta next his hotel and has already 

‘ul three crops, and the fourth wiil 
be ready to cut. These crops are 
inated to run about two and one- 
ic. tons of'grass to the acre at each 
rite,

-eethan the owner, and content 
Jeceselves with few vegeta- 
vi Ss tur the market. e few grapes 
woud trees planted in the rearof the 
sUnes, out of sight from the railroad, 
Jooks- well, but-you bave to hunt them 
up. It seems to bea settled principle 
of the owner to keep everything green 
out of sight, and we learn that he has 
even taken up his residence out of 
town, a little way in the country, but 
here he astonishes everyone who takes 
the trouble to look at his flowers, vines, 
trees and vegetables. 

Being bound to see the country, I 
got a team and rode over to Rosamond 
a railroad station op the north side of 
the valley. The location is favorable 
for future trade, and the soil is good. 
Near this place 1 saw a. peach tree two 
feet n with fruit upon it. Comin 
back along the railroad track I foun 
water in the holes not over three and a 
half or four feet from the surface, —“ 
as I looked upon this grassy tract, 
thought of the roots and alfalfa 1 ad 
seen growipg upon this soil. 

Ten miles south of Lancaster in the 
foothills of the Sierra Madre. Alpine 
is. located, and here is ‘‘mine host’’ 
Watkins,’who is a good fellow and a 

ood hunter, and a competent guide 

or the sportsman, be he after bear, 
panther, antelope, ‘deer, quail or jacks. 

-Tbree or four miles northeast of 
Alpine is Palmdale, the thriving Ger- 

man colony, and the largest settlement 
in the valley. These sturdy Germans 
have, brought water from Little Rock 
Creek upon their land, and have 
erected their church and schoolhouse 
and settled down to make hontes and 
money. A few miles east of here I[ 

- yisited the Big Rock Creek settlement, 
and sawa demonstration that these 
two streams are competent to furnish 
water for all the country between the 
Southern Pacific Railroad and the 
Lovejoy Buttes, and, becoming inter- 
ested a what I saw, again tooka 
team and rode across this great east 
country to the Buttes,and then north to 
wo the outlet of the valley, which lies 
toward Rodgers’s Station on the Atlan- 
tic and. Pacific Railroad. I am not 
competent to conveya description of 
all I saw, but will simply say that I 
eund here a large country which is 

ooth and level, and the soil moist 

ough to raise alfalfa without surface 
irrigation and with good water ‘but a 
few feet below the surface. 

One artesian, well, sunk 450 feet, has 
demonstrated that in this East country 
there are three strata of artesian 
water which will give good flows 
within this circuit. After looking as 
this valley I return to Los Ange 
with a feeling of confidence that t thie 
city is bound to be a great city, as such 
a country asis found in this eastern 
portion of Antelope Valley alone is 
capable of building up and sustaining 
alarge cit ty whenever the country is 
settied, and it is, surely being settled 
and by a class of men whe never look 
backward but forward, with a steady 
- eye and a strong band. 

l am informed that good arable land 
is to be had in this valley from $8 to 
$15 per acre, and the buyer can take 
bis choice and select that adapted for 
alfalfa without irrigation, or that 
adapted for the deciduous fruits, grain 
or vines. The healthfulness of this 
mouptain ar is unquestioned, and in 
all my travels I did not hear of a single 
case of chills and fever, and asthmatic 


and lung cases are benefited at once. I 
left the valley feeling streng and well 
and astonished that so little is known 
in Los Angeles about this great valley, 

which must in time prove ap important 
factor in the development of the city.
